Vince, 
Most of the 20 foot and longer fiberglass fishing poles suggested, would not 
support a heavy center insulator and line isolator. I would suggest a 


modest insulator, and taping the line isolator to the larger section of the 
pole, some distance down from the thin top most section. I believe from 
what you said, that the legs of the Windom style doublet would probably be 
like an inverted vee, and thus not capable of providing support to the line 
isolator relieving the pole of that strain.

DDS DAUGHTERCARD - BUILDERS' NOTES 
(Also see http://www.njqrp.org/dds/notes.html ) 


1) Schematic typos -- P1-1 and P1-2 designators are reversed. The actual 
signals on P1 are correct (i.e., Load is on pin 1), so just change the 
schematic: P1-1 to P1-2, and P1-2 to P1-1. The latest online schematic and 
manual (version 1.3) have this corrected. 


2) Corrected bias resistor R4 for MAR-1A amplifier -- Bias resistor R4 was 
selected incorrectly. Instead of the 100-ohm 1/4W axial lead thru-hole 
resistor provided in the Kit, one should use a 510-ohm (green-brown-brown) 
resistor for a supply voltage of 12V. In fact, this resistor value is 
specified to be different at other supply voltage - e.g., if you are using a 
9V supply/battery, R4 should be about 270-ohms. See the table below for the 
manufacturer-recommended values for this bias resistor: Generally, if you 
can get close enough with a standard 5% or 10% resistor, you should be okay. 
If you do not have the right resistor in your junk box, contact us and we'll 


send you a 510-ohm resistor for 12V supply voltage operation. The output of 
the DDS Daughtercard will be a peak-to-peak voltage of about 1.2-volts. 
When measuring, or otherwise using this output signal, be certain to have a 
50-ohm load attached for proper match. 


3) Remove chip capacitor C8 ... It is not needed and removing it improves 
the spectral purity of the amplified signal. 


4) Soldering the DDS chip (U1) to the PCB - If you attempt to solder the DDS 
integrated circuit onto the pc board yourself (i.e., instead of having 
someone else do it for you, such as KitBuilders), here is a slightly clearer 
method than described in the Manual ... Pre-solder pad for U1 pin 1, then 
carefully position the leads of U1 over its set of pads on the pc board. 
Re-heat the solder of pad 1 to reflow the solder onto U1 pin 1. This should 
leave the IC attached by pin 1. Again making sure the IC pins are aligned 
over all pads, carefully solder the opposite corner lead (pin 15) to its 
pad. This should leave all other pins of the IC aligned over their 
respective pads, making it easier to solder them to the pads. Go ahead and 
solder each of the other pins to their respective pads, being careful not to 
bridge across any adjacent pads. If this does happen, grab some solder wick 
or a solder sucker and use it to draw off the excess solder, which should be 
fairly easy and clean because of the solder mask on the circuit board. 


5) Use of the DDS Daughtercard with the QuickieLab -- If you intend on using 
the DDS Daughtercard with the NJQRP QuickieLab, you must cut the +5V trace 
on the bottom of the QuickieLab pc board that leads to P1 pin 8 on the DDS 
Daughtercard socket. This is because the DDS Daughtercard produces its own 
internal 5-V supply and doesn't require that the QuickieLab supply it.

I bought a rake with a fiberglass handle at a large home improvement 
store(H.D.)..I wanted the fiberglass pole (only about 4 and a half 
foot long) for an antenna project im working on. It is hollow but 
sturdy..but short. The diameter is approx and inch and a quarter or 
so. The only thing one could do..for a longer pole..is 

to make a composite pole ..of fiberglass and aluminum tubing 

pieces. I have alot of aluminum tubing here. 


It would possilby make a good antenna mast..perhaps as tall as 12 
feet without guying.

I echo the comments and position stated by the American Radio Relay League (ARRL) 
by Ed Hare and urge consideration of the points raised by Chuck Carpenter 
(operator of Amateur Radio station W5USJ). The actual interference caused by 
Broadband over Power Lines will render high frequency communications extremely 
difficult or impossible for most typical applications. 


This interference will cause excessive research and development to counteract its 
problems. These R&D costs will be borne by consumers, raising the cost of HF 
communications equipment and services. Since the power line utilities stand to 
benefit from the BPL proposal and since they do not share the cost of the remedy, 
the balance of responsibility for the resulting problems is unfair and improperly 


placed. The power line utilities should bear the burden of such R&D, as well as to 
provide remedies to the services affected by their interference (See Carpenter Ss 
comments for a partial list of such affected services). 


Additionally, the interference is not confined to the United States. The power 
line utilities have no control over the laws of physics. Their interference will 
be propagated within our national borders as well as to other countries, some of 
which may not be allies in our battles against terrorism. Therefore, BPL 
represents a potential threat to national security, especially if (so-called) 
secure carriers divert some internet traffic through power lines for part of their 
transmissions. 


Finally, the security of messages sent through BPL is very, very low, especially 
in consideration of the aged equipment in use for power transmission. First, the 
utilities need to fix the infrastructure, during which activity they can improve 
the channels for this secondary use; BPL is a secondary function to the primary 
function of power distribution. The recent blackout in the northeast highlights 
the need to replace this infrastructure, but the public should not participate in 
the cost of rebuilding it by fees imposed for broadband use. 


Please do not allow Broadband over Power Lines. Thank you.

Greetings again, 

The same station (of AC7SB) has a ~540 foot loop at about 45 to 50 feet of 
elevation. His home is on the West side of a broad hill and very near the 
hilltop (about 50 feet from the top) at an elevation of about 900 feet). 

To the West and somewhat to the South, the hill slopes away very fast, 
with an open view of some 20 miles to some slightly higher hills in the distance. 

To the North is fairly flat and treed and to the East is the slightly higher 
part of his hill which is heavily tree covered, and with the Cascade 
Mountains at a 30 to 40 mile distance. 

The question is: How much would you expect him to gain by increasing the 
loop circumference to ~ 1000 feet (poor guy has no trouble finding the space) 
with about 10 acres of relatively flat open land surrounded by tall trees) , 
and raising the average height another thirty or so feet - slightly more 
difficult, but possible with a lot more rope. 

This came up in a discussion of his general layout. He has been licensed 
less than a year, and thinks it will be to his advantage to do both. I agreed 
with him, but indicated that, in my opinion, it would not likely be a large 
enough difference to make it worth the trouble.
